here. A Columbus, New Mexico, cavalry, 
arriving during 
the 


night, was ready to move here but it was not known here where the 
llth would go or what direction. 
Columbus today was the imme- 


diate base of Brigadier General Pershing's army. 


Incidents of the spectacle yesterday as the dust-powdered ; 


American columns went over the international line, reached here 
Way via Couriers. For the most part these couriers showed a 


. desire to co-operate-With the request of-the-miltary censors that 


they should not reveal anything of military importance. 


" From a hill overlooking the six square miles where the army 


was still encamped at 11 o'clock yesterday forenoon, the military 
organization appeared to civilian spectators like a vast confused 
swarm of men and horses, grey cannon, wagons, mule teams and 
ambulances. But at 1140 a. m. when the word was given to form 
for the pursuit of Villa, the apparent confusion disappeared. 


In a very few minutes each organization of cavalry, infantry 


and artillery, ambulances, signal corps and the cooks 
wagons, 


grouped and dovetailed into a rapidly lengthening column- At 
the van, the red and white guideons of the Thirteenth cavalry 
snapped in the breeze. These cavalrymen 
included the troopers 


who a week ago today outnumbered five to one, drove Villa back 
into Mexico, and took a toll of lives from his men equal to one 
Villasta for every two Americans on the firing line. 


Behind the Thirteenth marched the compact, brown 
columns 


of the Sixth and the Sixteenth infantry. 


The deadly machine guns were packed in commercial-looking 


bundles on mules. Supply trains and ambulance in a long line 
brought up the rear. Vast dust clouds swept up from the line of 
march at times obscuring the troops. 


One dusty, perspiring trooper exclaimed 


"We've got our chance at last." 


A few women whose husbands were going to the front, watched 


the departure, smiling while their husbands were still in sight, and 
then breaking into tears. It was almost noon when the first of the 
cavalrymen trotted across the line. 


While the troops were going out, three automobile loads of 


Mexican prisoners appeared. They were suspects held in connec- 
tion with Villa's raid. Some of them were bandaged from wounds. 
There was no demonstration of any sort among the 
spectators 


over these prisoners.

REPENTANCE OR REVENGE? 


'''' Speaking of repentance and confession of sins in order to se- 
cure salvation, a remarkable ease came to light at Jackson this 
week during the trial o£ Abner Phillipps, a Jackson township 
larmer, on a charge of having caused his home to be burned. 
Ihe 


proKcutiBg witness against Phillipps is one, Jasper 
Woodruff, 


who alleged on the witness stand that he set fire to the bouse and 
that he was hired to do so by Phillipps who agreed to give him a 
eolt for accomplishing the deed. The alleged erime was committed 
in 1912. In the course of the examination of Woodruff, it devel- 
oped that in March, 1915, he attended an "experience meeting , 
preparatory to a Holy Holler revival, tho meeting being held at 
the home of a neighbor. There was an unusual amount of excitable 
and nraMnlar religion in the air and Woodruff 
became stricken 


with the conviction that he was a sinner.. He gave his 
exper- 


ience " rolled around, and declared that he had committed a pcm- 
UntUry offense, but that he hoped to make the proper 
amends 


and insure the salvation of his soul. 


The neit day Woodruff made a confession to the 
authorities 


that resulted in the arrest of Abner Phillipps and his subsequent 
Indictment and trial for arson. 
Woodruff declared, on the witness 


Itand "I acted on the conviction of the Lord, because I felt con- 
demned before the Lord, and that I could not cuter heaven until I 
had confessed my connection in tie matter. I was at n meeting 
when I became convinced. It was a meeting of Bible Faith, or 
Church of Christ or Holiness. People who want to nick-name it, 
call them Holy Hollers." 


Of course there was a doubting Thomas of a lawyer who had 


hii doubts as to the genuineness of this conversion and he alleged 
that Woodruff had never been given the colt he claimed was to 
haTe been handed over and that he was accordingly very 
much 


peeved at Phillipps. He was shown to have made threats against 
Phillipps on different occasions. 


And 80 the case has gone to a jury. It will have to decide 


whether or not there was a genuine seeking after salvation through 
repentance and confession o£ sins, or just an effort to get even 
with an enemy under the protecting cloak of religion. It would 
be too bad should the jury decide against tho sincerity of 
A\ ood- 


ratt't repentance. It might have a tendency to discourage future 
efforts along this line.

point reached since the re-opeuing of the exchanges, this too in the 
face of heavy selling. What is back of nil the advance is not so 
far offered as so much as a surmise, though one might draw the 
inference that danger of any grave foreign complications has grown 
more remote and the indefinite continuance of the European war 
more of a certainty.

REPENTANCE OR REVENGE? 


Speaking of repentance and confession of sins in order to se- 


cure salvation, a remarkable case came to light at Jackson this 
week during the trial of -Abner Phillipps, a Jackson 
township 


farmei, on a charge of having caus?d his home to be burned. 
The 


prosecuting witness against Phillipps is one, Jasper 
AVoodrtiff, 


who alleged on the witness stand that he set fire to the house and 
that he »as hired to do so by Philhpps who agreed to give him a 
colt for accomplishing the deed. 
The alleged crime was committed 


in 1912. In the course of the examination of Woodruff, it devel- 
oped that in Match, 1915, he attended an "experience meeting", 
prepaialoiy to'a Holy Roller revival, (he meeting being 
held at 


the home of a neighbor. There was an unusual amount of excitable 
and muscular religion in the air and Woodruff 
became stricken 


with the conviction that he was a sinner. He gave his ."exper- 
ience," rolled around, and declared that he had committed a peni- 
lentiaiy offense" but that he hoped to make the proper 
amends 


and insure the salvation of his soul.
